El Paso, Tex.. June 22.—That the 
Mexican government views seriously 
the threatened uprising in the stale 
of Sonora was made evident when it 
became known that Mexico has ap­ 
pealed to the United States to protect 
Its frontier. 
Two troops of the Eighth cavalry 
at Fort Huachuca, Ariz., have orders, 
it is said, to move at the first notice 
of trouble. 


Ambassador Not Troubled. 
Washington, June 22.—The Mexican 
ambassador assured Secretary Knox 
personally that the report of serious

Reno. Nev., June 22.—The battle to 
decide the heavyweight c hampionship 
of the world will be fought by John­ 
son aud Jeffries in Reno on July 4. 
This was decided and Tex Rickard, 
the promoter, immediately Issued a 
public statement to that effect. 
Accessibility to the traveling public, 
climate, hotel and general 
business 
conditions 
swayed the promoter In 
making bis ch o ice The general advan­ 
tages of Reno more than offset the 
$120,000 guarantee offered by Gold­ 
field. Rickard concluded, and he set­ 
tled on the bigger town. 
The choice of Reno will be popular 
with both the public and the fighters. 
It saves the twelve-hour ride over the 
scorching desert that holding it in 
Goldfield would necessitate and gives 
a considerably lower temperature for 
the me-n to battle under. 
Reno went mad when the announce­ 
ment was made, and hotel and busi­ 
ness men are planning the most elab­ 
orate arrangements ever made for the 
entertainment of ring p alpu s. 
In order to get th** btW^e Reno ha* 
pledged itself to construct the arena, 
pay $1000 license fee aud furnish the 
site. 
Tex Rickard practically assured this 
city of the contest if it met the stipu­ 
lations.

POSTAIJANKS 


Will Force Senate to Pass 


the Measure.

Graduate and Starts His First Direct 


Clash With Senate. 


Washington, June 22.—Abandoning 
a trip to New Haven to Hee Ilia son 
graduated from Vale university and 
announcing 
that he would 
stay In 
W ashington ‘ all Hummer,” lf need be, 
President T aft began his flrnt open 
fight with the United States Henate 
The postal savings bank bill ta the 
issue between the White House and 
the north wing of the capitol. 
The 
president has announced that the sen­ 
ate must adopt the house bill on this 
subject. Several insurgents and some 
of the regulars are strongly opposed 
to the house bill, and rum ors of a 
filibuster against the m easure filled 
the air. 
It was because of these reports and 
the further predic tion that the* absence 
of the president 
from 
W ashington 
would be taken advantage of to amend 
the bill In the senate so as to make its 
passage impossible In either branch 
that the president decided to remain 
at the White House from now until 
congress adjourned 
President Taft won the first phase 
of the fight when the bill was taken 
up In the senates. 
The senate rejected, 24 to 34. Mr. 
bacon s am endm ent to strike out the 
bouse provision for the withdrawal of 
funds from banks for the purpose of 
converting 
them 
into 
government 
bonds. 
The fight over the postal savings 
bank bill has many angles The most 
interesting, perhaps, ta the fact that 
the 
measure. w*iich the Insurgents 
helped to fram e and fully approved in 
the house, is roundly denounced by 
the lusurgi-nts in the senate. 
President 
Taft 
has 
promised 
to 
stand by the bouse measure, and he 
!>elleves that it was tac itly agreed that 
in return for the acceptance by the* 
house of the* senate statehood bill that 
the senate would accept the house 
postal bank bill. The house carried out 
Its part of the- agreement, and now the 
president m eans to force the senate to 
do likewise 
He that as it may. the president and 
ail of his advisers are agre***] that the 
house 1*111 is bv far the better of the 
two It was only by heroic meai-ures 
that a bill was put through the house 
at all, and It is not believed that there 
would be one chance in a hundred of 
having an am ended m easure favor­ 
ably ac ted upon. 


Taft Holds the Whip Hand. 
It Is pretty generally adm itted that 
the president holds the whip hand in 
the fight, and that as soon as a vote 
can be reached the senate will ac cept 
the house bill. 
The river and harbors bill, contain­ 
ing some hundreds of Items in which 
representatives and senators generally 
are interested, is atip 
unsigned on 
the president’s desk and subject to 
v«Ho. 
The public buildings bill. the ‘‘pork 
barrel,” affecting nearly every sta te 
In the Union, is about to go through 
the senate, sud then will have to re­ 
ceive executive approval before it be­ 
comes a law and makes available the 
appropriations, badly needed by some 
congressmen, to aid them in their carn- 
paigns for reelection 
Mr. Taft, it is said. is not unmindful 
of the influence of these two measures 
and of what congressm en would do to 
prevent him vetoing them 
President Taft ‘‘read the riot a c t” to 
a score of senators, including Senator 
Crane and Senator Lodge, the latter of 
whom was fresh from a sojourn with 
Colonel Roosevelt at O yster Hay. 
He plainly told those who called at 
the White House Hist the postal sav­ 
ings bank pledge in the Republican 
platform 
m ust 
be 
kept, 
and 
kept 
promptly, otherw ise congress would be 
forced to remain in session all sum ­ 
mer, aud 
until 
next 
December, lf 
need be. 
He showed plainly that he was not 
In sympathy with the senate bill, and 
believed that if conferees got hold of 
th legislation a bill might come out to 
which be would uot want to attach his 
signature. T hose who talked with the 
president left the White House with 
th** impression that if congress does 
not pass the house postal savings bank 
bill, aud adjourns without final ac tion 
upou It, that the president may imme­ 
diately issue a call for an extra ses 
sion. 
In the fear of this, it Is likely that 
something will be done toward satis­ 
fying the dem ands of the president. 
Several of the socalled ‘‘regular” 
Republicans in the senate, it was said, 
had been discovered off th e reserva­ 
tion In the final “round up” on the 
postal savings bank bill. This phase 
of the situation has particularly an­ 
noyed the president. 
Because of the revolt by ‘‘regulars.” 
who nome say are in a plot urged on 
by powerful interests. Mr. Taft flatly 
announced that senators voting against 
the house bill would be understood as 
simply opposing any system of postal 
hanks at all, and therefore repudiat­ 
ing the party's platform pledge in tbta 
respect.
